Hang on to your seats! Hang on to 
your space guns! In fact, hang on to every 
thing except your two dollars. (You can't 
get a convention membership card if you 
do.) 

The 13th World Science-Fiction Con- 
vention has obtained as ita guest of honor 
Isaao Asimov (Paul Frenoh to those who 
read his juveniles), an Assistant Profea- 
or of Bioohemiatry at the Boston Universi- 
ty School of Medioine to some, but to us a 
writer of some mighty fine a-f novels and 
Short stories. 

We do not know at this date the aub- 
ject or oontent matter of Dr. Asimov's 
speech-to-be, but if it embodies some of 
the qualities that made "Pebble in the 
Sky," "The Stars, Like Dust,” "The Cur- 
rents of Space," and "The Caves of Steel" 
such great booka, no doubt the audience 
will be enthralled. 

Dr. Asimov began his writing career 
in 1938. His first published story, titled 
"Marooned Off Vesta,” appeared in the 
March 1939 issue of AMAZING STORIES. Asim- 
ov and A.E. van Vogt entered the pages of 
ASTOUNDING together, Asimov doing it with 
a story titled "Trends." His first serial, 
"The Mule," was a two-parter and also saw 
the world's light | in ASTOUNDING, in the 
November and December 1945 issues,

time, GNOME PRESS has given the publio:"I, 
Robot;" “Foundation;” "Foundation and Em- 
pire," and "Second Foundation." 

Doubleday has published the four ti-

those who wonder whether Dr. Asimov's pen 
is capable of non-fictional books, the 
following titles may be listad: "Biochem- 
istry and Human Metabolism;" and "The 
Chemicals of Life." 

And finally, for those who speculate 
as to whether Dr. Asimov can let his hair 
down and write a rip-snorting adventure 
story with burnt, frazzled bodies and ex- 
ploding rocket ships, we call attention to 
his “Lucky Starr" series of juveniles----- 
called juveniles as a come-on-word for 
thrill-seeking adults. 

These books, published by Doubleday, 
are written under the Paul French pseu- 
donym because, to quote Asimov verbatim, 
“undiscriminating book-dealers don't lump 
them in the shelves along with my 'adult' 
novels. 

The books in this series are, so far, 
(and we expect a few more eventually): 
"David Starr; Space Ranyer;" “Lucky Starr 
and the Pirates of the Asteroids,": and 
"Lucky Starr and the Oceans of Venus." 

Currently engaged in writing a novel 
titled "The End of Eternity," Asimov hopes 
to sea it out as a Doubleday publication 
sometime in 1955. Scheduled for paperback 
editions dn 1954 are "The Stars, Like 
Dust," and in '55 “The Caves of Steel" and 
"I, Robot." 

Dr. Asimov was born January 2, 1920, 
He lived in various large cities until Un- 
cle Sam required the usual servioe. He ob- 
tained his Bachelor of Sclenose in 1939 
from Columbia; the Master of Arts and Doc- 
tor of Philosophy degrees, followed later, 
also from Columbia. 

He made a Miss Gertrude Blugerman Mrs 
Asimov, in 1942, and they have one child a 
boy named David. Aocording to Asimov, an- 
other one is on its way and is "scheduled

(1) The first item on 
the schedule o f events 
will be a panel of well 
knom fan collectors to 
debate the relative values 
and various methods of 
collecting, cataloging and 
preserving t he tens of 
thousands ο f different 
rare science-fiction and 
fantasy items. 

Another panel 
think will be of 
interest to most fans is 
the amateur press sympo- 
sium. From this should 
come a great deal of in- 
side information atout the 
turbulent history of the 
fanzine wars, the rise of 
the mimeograph and the 
photo--offset revolution. 
This should prove to be a 
most controversial subject 
(3) Of course, there

be Isaac Asimov filling the uest of 


imov's brilliant and witty address in 
Philadelphia and read his stimulating and 
poetic stories will know that he ia a 


person well deserving of the honor. We are 
certain that his presence st thebanquet 
table will long be remembered in the years 
to come. 

(4) We are now in the process of 
making arrangements to present a two and 
a half hour science-fiction play by one of 
Clevelands best semi-professional theater 
groups. We have several in mind including 
an origional effort,never before produced, 
under consideration, however, we will have 
to wait till much later to find out if 
there is a group that will be able to fit 
us into their summer schedule. We will 
have more information on this at a later 
date. 

(5) The SFCommittee tried one innov- 
ation--using live music at the Masquerade 
Ball--that met with such positive success 
that we feel must te included in our pro- 
gram also. 

(6) We are going to have something 
new in the line of panels;a formal debate. 
For those that are not aware of just what 
constitutes a formal debate, let ua 
outline one briefly. A question is posed 
to two teams(with a minimum of two membera 
per team), one arguing the pro and one 
arguing the oon of the question. The init- 
ial speaker of both teams state. their view 
point of the question. The second speaker 
on each team then refutes what the initial 
speaker of the opposition 
stated previously.Then the 
two teams attemptto logic- 
ally prove that their view- 
point is the correct one 
At the conclusion, pre-de- 
termined by an arbitrary 
time limit, the debste is 
put to & vote whereby the 
audience elects one team 
as the winner. 

Of course, we will 
have an auction, but there 


is no indication of what 
we will have to offer. 
That depends upon the gen- 
erosity of t he various 
publishers and editors 


which we know will be more 
then ample.

The announcement in our Special Issue 
Progress Report, announcing the Mystery 
Guest of Honor Contest has created a minor 
stir in the realm of fandom.

Mostly, he is a person who is there when 
the committee needs a friend. He is one of 
those that is used every year and never 


receives any acclaim. Cleveland feels that 
it is abcut time that this person be honor- 
ed. 
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Hememter, the Mystery Guest is being 
honored for the service he renders all 
convention attendees, not for writing top 
notch science-fiction, or putlishing the 
best magazine or teing the most notorius 
fan or kaving the most beautiful fanzine 
or having the world's greatest collection. 

Sere is a rundown on the contest 
proper.

After careful consideration, the 
Committee decided upon the HOTEL 
MANGER (rhymes with hanger) as the 
official hotel for the site of the 
13th World Science Fiction Conven- 
tion. 


Located conveniently - Cleveland's 
"Main Street", EUCLID AVENUE, with 
its numerous stores, res*aurants, 
cafeterias, theaters, etc is only 
one block from the hotel. Within 
walking distance (1 block) we have 
the Greyhound Bus Terminal. About 
a five minute cab ride away is the 
railroad terminal on the Square. 


The HOTEL MANGER will guarantee 325 
sleeping rooms out of a possible 
total of 355 (35 are reserved for 
the hotel's regular guests). Con- 
sidering that no convention has run 
over 325 rooms, we feel that ample 
sleeping space has been arranged 
for. However, should more rooms be 
required, the HOTEL STATLER, one 
block up the street, will handle 
an overflow of about 200 sleeping 
rooms. 


The Grand Ballroom seats 1,000 peo- 
ple auditorium style and 750 ban- 
quet style and, if necessary, a 
foyer can be opened to accommodate 
an additional 250 people. 


Pictured below is the MATHER ROOM, 
in which most of the Convention Pro- 
gram will be held. The Mather Room 
will also double as the Ballroom 
for the Masquerade and has a built- 
in Bar which the Committee will op-

tions. This is an excellent oppor- 
tunity for some fan to finance his 

: or her trip to 
the convention 
by disposing of 
a collection no 
longer desired, 
or selling sub- 
scriptions to 
his or her pri- 
vately printed 
fanzine. Clubs 
may make use of 
it to sell mem- 
berships. Their 
is really no end 
to the possible 
uses to which 
this display 
Space may be put, 
However, since 
it will be lim- 
ited, the Com- 
mittee reserves 
the right to as- 
sign the available space to those 
proposed exhibits which will be most 
interesting to the convention mem- 
bers. For those who believe that 
some protection should be given to 
their displays, we have arranged to 
have the display room locked at 
night and when not in use. In add- 
ition, we will try to post some 
sort of guard. Here again, it 
should be pointed out that applica- 
tions for FREE table display space 
should be made NOW! Some space has 
already been doled out, so get your 
application in early. 





Since some members like to 
eat their meals at the Ho- 
tel and others would like 
to, but shy away from this 
practice because of the 
exorbitant prices charged, | 
we thought it necessary to 
check into the MANGER'S 
meal prices. This is what 
we came up with: 


Breakfast 85¢ to $1.25 
Luncheon 75€ to $1.35 
Dinner $1.15 to $2.75 
The Committee really stuck 


its neck out and had Lunch- 
eon at the Devonshire Room 
and found that although 
the prices were low, the 
quality of the food, was 
excellent in relation to 
the prices. 


In line with the idea of food, we 
went one step further and checked, 
the prices for the Convention Ban- 
quet. Here, we did our best to de- 
viate from the usual Tom Turkey, 
Chicken, and Ham served at so many 
of our banquets. Steak, we found 
was too difficult to prepare to in- 
dividual tastes and the price would 
be rather high, perhaps beyond the 
reach of some members. We, there- 
fore, decided on Roast Prime Rib of 
Beef with a price tag of $5.00 in- 
cluding tax, waiter's gratuities, 
etc. In a future Progress Report, 
perhaps the last, we will publish a 
complete menu for the banquet. At 
the conclusion of the banquet (that 


is, after everyone is through eat- 
ing) the doors will be thrown open 
so that those members who did not 


desire to attend, will be able to 
come in and listen to the after- 
dinner speeches. 


We might add that we decided upon 
having the complete meal served at 
the table, rather than buffet style, 
It is true that this style permits 
for a far greater selection of food, 
thereby appeasing a large number of 
fans who would argue that point. 
However, we find that there are ma- 
ny who feel that "waiting in the 
chow line" is strictly an Army pas- 
time, which so many of us remember 
only too well. 


For those fans who have no place to 
go after the regular program is ov- 


er, the hotel has graciously per- 
mitted us to keep open ALL NIGHT 
(Midnight until 6 a.m. or so in the 


morning) a large room for Bull Ses- 
sions.

The Philcon, The llth World Science- 
Fiction Vonvention, under the chairmanship 
of Milton A. Rothman, instituted what they 
entitled, The First Annual Science-Fiction 
Achievement Awards to those writers, edit- 
ors, artists and fans whom the members of 
the convention felt had distinguished 
themselves during the past year. Their 
purpose tehind this was to bring into 
existence some formal system of awards, 
whereby outstanding accomplishments o f 
writing, editing and artistry in the field 
could be properly recognized a n d made 
known to the world. It was regretable that 
the SFCon saw fit to dispose of this in- 
ovation in 1954. The basic idea was good, 
and while it wasn't quite perfect, the germ 
of a great and worthwhile idea was spawned 
This year, the Clevention topes to rein- 
state these awards. We are contemplating 
some minor revisions, but the concept will 
remain essentially the same. Full details 
will be putlished in a later issue, as 
soon 88 we work out a few small details.
